The St. James Gazette says: "The New 


York club has very properly expelled 
Lord Dunraven. We only regret that the 
credit of British sportsmanship has been 
identified with a man who could behave 
go badly."

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A special dispatch 


frem Springfield, Mo., says that President 
Homer T. Fuller, of Drury college, an- 
nounces that he has received a singular 
proposition from a wealthy Massachusetts 
man whose identity he would not disclose. 
The man offers Drury college a large sum 


of money if it will verify the truth of a 
war incident, which is alleged to have 
taken place in Missouri, and which, if 
true, the Massachusetts man thinks equals 
the story of Damon and Pythias.

students to help him secure positive evi- 
dence, if such a thing really did occur. 


The story is that in the early part of the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Yesterday Cu- 


ba's cause received the hearty sympathy 
and support of the committee on foreign 
affairs. Today the senate has taken up 
like action, and tbe interest in Cuban 
freedom and sympathy with Cuban efforts 
is surprisingly strong and earnest. Some 
of the speeches being made are very out- 
spoken for immediate and decisive action. 


A special meeting of the senate com- 


mittee on foreign relations was held today 
for the purpose of considering the form in 
which the Cuban question should be 
finally disposed of. After a very thorough 
discussion it was decided to adhere to the 
committee's resolution of the recognition 
of belligerency and to amend it, adding 
Senator Cameron's substitute requesting 
the president to exercise his friendly 
offices with Spain to secure independence 
for Cuba. 


The house resolutions were discussed 


upon a suggestion that it would be advis- 
able to accept them as a substitute for the 
senate declaration. But to discard the 
senate's position deemed inadvisable. The 
committee also decided to adhere to the 
present form of resolutions, leaving it cnn- 
current instead of making it joint, which 
the president will not need to sign. It 
was arranged that Senator Cameron 
should offer his resolution as an amend- 
ment and that it should be accepted by 
Senator Sherman on behalf of the com- 
mittee. 


Senator Sherman moved the Cuban res- 


olution. Senator Lindsay spoke, saying 
the conflict at our doors was waged des- 
perately. He said he approached the sub- 
ject from the standpoint of humanity 
rather than of law. The declaration of 
mere sympathy or that the conflict had 
reached the point of belligerency now 
would avail nothing. If the United States 
was to take any steps it should be in the 
direction of the ultimate independence of 
Cuba, and nothing less. 


After Mr. Lindsay's strong speech look- 


ing to the absolute recognition of Cuban 
independence, Senator Sherman of Ohio 
took the floor to speak for the foreign 
affairs committee. His speech was sur- 
prisingly outspoken for Cuban indepen- 
dence. 


He said that he felt the time had come 


for the United States to intervene and 
stop the crime of pillage and cruelty, al- 
most beyond description, which was 
occurring at our very door. 


Mr. Sherman proceeded to compare the 


Cubans' struggle for liberty with our own 
revolution. He said that the Cuban pa- 
triots today had as completely organized 
a government as we had in our struggle 
with England. 


Mr. Sherman dwelt on the shameful and 


cruel character of the newly appointed 
Captain General Weyler, "well christened 
'The Butcher'". The displacement of 
the humane General Campos by this 
brute with hands stained with the blood 
of innocent women and men was the 
worst sign of the situation. 


The Ohio senator proceeded to discuss 


Cuba's final destiny. Ho would not favor 
Cuba's annexation to the United States, 
but he would strongly favor its annexa- 
tion to Mexico, a republic like our own, 
but whose people were nearer kindred to 
the Cubans. 


Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire 


followed Mr. Sherman with a strong and 
fiery appeal for the recognition of Cuba 
and nothing short of recognition. 


Seuator Lodge declared in a brief speech 


that the Cubans had earned recognition 
by desperate fighting, and announced that 
the committee on foreign relations would 
accept the amendment declaring Cuban 
independence. 


Senator Frye followed with another elo- 


quent appeal for the Cuban cause. 


Senator Sherman's speech is the strong- 


est word yet spoken, coming from the 
acknowledged Republican leader, and the 
most influential member of the senate 
committee which must decide Cuba's final 
success or failure in securing American 
aid or intervention. 


The house went into committee of the 


whole to consider the legislative and ex- 


ecutive judicial appropriation bill, thus 
temporarily postponing the discussion of 
Cuban affairs today.

The fire was located in the wagon shop 
owned by Alexander McDougall on Center 
street and had gained considerable head- 
way before it was discovered. 
The de- 


partment arrived in good season and 
found the fire pouring out of tbe roof over 
the end of tbe building used for a ma- 
chine shop. The adjoining buildings were 
in imminent danger and for a while it 
looked as though a serious conflagration 
would result. 
Two streams were soon 


playing on the burning building from op- 
posite sides and the volume of water made 
quick work with the blaze. 
The fire was 


confined to the cupola above tbe engine 
room and was checked before it reached 
the paint shop on the second floor. The 
damage was confined almost entirely to 
the machine shop. Several sleighs in the 
paint shop were damaged by the heat and 
a quantity of tools near the window were 
damaged. 


The loss will not exceed f 1,000, and is 


covered by insurance through the agency 
of C. W. Ford.

Hall Street the Scene ol the Collision. 


Coasters Hurled in All Directions. A 


Boy's Leg Badly Broken. One 


nay Rendered Unconscious. 


A frightful coasting accident happened 


on Hall street last evening about 8.30 
o'clock, when two bob-loads came to- 
gether with an awful crash. 


A large number of young people were 


enjoying the fine coasting on Hudson and 
Hall streets, which are opposite each 
other and divided by Eagle street. Most 
of the coasters were using bobs and for an 
hour the hills were the scene of much real 
fun. 


One bob-load of six yoiiug men started 


from the upper end of Hudson street, and 
at the same time another bob-load made 
up of three boys and two girls started 
from the top of the hill on Hall street.

party had gone bat a short distance on 
Hall street when the collision occurred. 
There was no thought of an accident un- 
til the sleds were withiu about thirty feet 
of each other. The boys who were steer- 
ing seemed to be dazed, and partially 
blinded by the moisture which the speed 
had brought to their eyes, and neither 
turned out. The crowd of spectators ret 
up a shout of warning and the din rilled 
the air, making it more confusing for the 
boys who were steerirgr. 


The sleds came together \\lt\i a .sicken- 


ing crash and the occupants were thrown 
everyway. John Henderson, 14. of Tre- 
mont street, was found to be the one most 
injured. He bad sustained a compound 
fracture of his right leg below the knee. 
Another boy was picked up unconscious, 
but recovered a few minutes later. All of 
the party were more or less bruised, ex- 
cept the girls, who escaped unhurt. Hen- 
derson was taken to the hospital and Drs. 
Stafford and M. M. Brown were called to 
attend him. 


Considering the nature of the accident, 


the result was comparatively slight, yet it 
was serious enough to put an end to the 
sliding for the evening.

A NEW BOOK BY DR. BASCOM. 


"Socinl Theories, a Grouping of Social 


Facts und Principles.—John Bascom." 
Buch is the title that adorns the back of a 
volume recently published in the "Library 
ot Economics and Politics, edited by Rich- 
ard T. rly." 


What Dr. John Bascom has to say of 


tocial and economic questions has a very 
general interest for all students and mas- 
ters of these subjects everywhere. But 
form in this community who know him 
and feel the touch of his personality, we 
cannot help believing that this new book 
of Dr. Bascom's will have a peculiar inter- 
est, for it is the result of long observation 
and cai eful study by a profound scholar 
and good citizen, whose every word will 
impress us with the honesty of conviction 
which we know has given warrant to its 
utterance. 


The facts and opinions which are set 


forth m the book deal with questions of 
immense importance to every community 
in this day of social agitation and change. 
The problems in our city governments, in 
our state and national affairs, in our 
school'-, in our churches, in our factories, 
and in our whole social life, are all dealt 
with in a masterful vtay. These are the 
questions that await solution at the hands 
of the present generation, and, as Doctor 
Bascom says, speaking of the claims of 
social study at this time: "It is not a time 
in which indifference or negligence is at 
all bearable. Our boat is in the rapids, 
and ^e must an&wer at once for its 
safety." 


Sociology is defined as a "knowledge of 


the facts of society, the order in which 
they lollow one another, and their causes 
and reasons. It is not simply a practical 
study, it is the sum and substance of prac- 
tical interests, high and low, developed 
nmoi) • men." 
With the 
discussion 


opent d by this comprehensive definition, 
the author begins a study of customs, eco- 
nomics, civics, ethics and religion, modi- 
fied I'V the circumstances of life and 
attendant conditions, which to us seems 
not only thorough but necessarily inter- 
esting and attractive to every thoughtful 
man and woman of whatever station in 
life. 


We cannot here go into the detail or 


the jnanner of Dr. Bascom's 
discus- 


sion of the great problems of the present 
day. 
But among t'. e subjects included 


may be mentioned the family, the condi- 
tions and righti of women, divorce, 
amusements, civic and religions customs, 
the press, the laws of competition, tenure 
of land, single tax, socialism, manufac- 
ture- its changes and effects on society, 
social conditions of the city, relations of 
labor and capital, co-operation, profit- 
sharing, protection mottling very compli- 
ment iry said), the currency, the state and 
its duties, crime and pauperism, education 
and moral training, ti usts, rilroads, taxa- 
tion, political parties, and the fundamen- 
tal question of ethics and religion. 


Tb is broad field of investigation is all 


systematically treated and grouped in 
logio.il divisions. One of Dr. Bascom's 
strong points as a teacher and student, it 
seems to us, is his ability to make the 
proper connections and right grouping of 
facts—co bnns out in clear-cut form and 
With justlv expressed lelations the con- 
fused truths of the socifl life. He does 
this better for the Uudcnt and general 
reader than any other author we have yet 
react. 


Tlie writing is clear and forcible, but 


evei y sentence is loaded, find every word 
weighed. The book mast be read with 
tart and then read again. 
Examples 


drawn from everyday observation fre- 
quently set forth the truth of some piob- 
lem with wonderful Clearness. 


We all may not agree with every opin- 


ion put forth by our learned friend, Many 
of us must dissent iroin views expressed 
regarding the tariff, political parties and 
the income tax. But from this it does 
not follow that the author is wrong, or 
that we are right, and we Can feel sure 
lii;: I we have as good reason as can any- 
whtre be found for the faith adhered to 
by the author.

We advise 
on i readers to get the book, read it and 
digest it and learn its lessons.

EDITOR TBANSCRIPT—If doubt exists in 
he mind of anyone that the musical 
taste of this community Is progressive, it 
will certainly be dissipated by a careful 
perusal of the published criticisms of re- 
;ent musical events and a close observa- 
tion of our audiences. 
The day when 


mediocrity charmed and the catch-penny 
tricks meant artistic execution is forever 
past. In fact, a North Adams audience 
s a critical one in musical matters, owing 
o the praiseworthy eftorts of some of our 
foremost musicians in introducing to our 
public artists of marked talent and world- 
wide reputation. 


While this is a source of congratulation 


we must remember that the homely say- 
ing, "Good things come high," is as true 
in the arts as in the trades. Our city is 
quite distant from the great musical 
centres and travelling expenses are a large 
tem to be considered in addition to the 
ees of the artist, yet we will not pay 
over 75 cents for a musical banquet, so to 
speak, and most of us would rather pay 50 
cents. 


All who have attended the concerts 


given by the North Adams Vocal society 
must be .impressed with the general ex- 
cellence of its own work, and the marked 
improvement each public appearance has 
indicated, whatever have been the varied 
merits of the soloists who have assisted it. 
The society has discharged its obligations 
to its associate membership and must 
now decide upon its future course. The 
150 associate members required to place 
the society upon a sound- footing were not 
forthcoming; consequently, in their very 
laudable ambition to procure the best 
soloists their means would admit, it may, 
>e whispered sub rosa, that somebodies 
pocket must be dipped into, but not those 
of the associate members of the general 
public. 


These yonug men are earnest and en- 


thusiastic in their rehearsals, and per- 
fectly disinterested, as is proved by the 
fact that each concert costs them individ- 
ually far more than any of their hearers, 
[n short, they "pay 
dear for their 


whistle." It may be Gome satisfaction to 
the public to learn that the few artists 
they have imported who have not given 
general satisfaction were engaged solely 
upon the recommendation of musical ex- 
perts who simply failed in placing North 
Adams in the proper scale of musical 
appreciation. 


This vocal society is at present the only 


one we have, and the question now to be 
decided is whether we as a community 
will give it heartier support or permit it 
to disband. Desiring to make every effort 
to live and grow, a year ago the associa- 
tion adopted the plan of the Troy Vocal 
society, which is now in a flourishing 
condition afters years of struggling exist- 
ence. The same course will be attempted 
for the coming year, with some slight va- 
riations. An associated membership of 
200 will be 
solicited, which would 


permit a larger expenditure for so- 
loists, thus insuring better satisfaction, 
and no tickets would be on sale previous 
to the concerts. Each associate member 
pays $3, in return for which he receives 
three tickets to three concerts during the 
year. Thus an associate member pays 
33* cents for an admission ticket and 23 
cents extra for a reserved seat, if he 
chooses, making a total of 5S\ cents for an 
evening's opportunity to hear such artists 
as Miss Stein and Miss Clary, Sherecker, 
the harpist, Miss Fray, Miss Bucklin, who 
so recently charmed us by her artistic 
mauipulatio i of the king of instruments;

IT MAY BE SO. 


Mr. O'Dea Believes his Brother was on9 


or Jameson's Troopers. 


A few days ago a representative of ithe 


United Press secured an interview with 
one of Dr. Jameson's troopers, who ar- 
rived at Plymouth, Eng., from Port Natal 
Sunday morning. The man, whose name 
was O'Dea, gave an interesting account of 
Dr. Jameson's, expedition to the Jrans- 
vaal. Among other things he expressed 
his belief that Dr. Jameson himself hoisted 
the white flag.but if he did not personally 
hoist it, the flag was raised by his order. 
When the the Jameson party surrendered 
O'Dea still had ten rounds of ammunition 
and many ot the others had not exhausted 
their supply. After the surrender, he said, 
the men were fairly well treated. 
They 


were taken to Pretoria, where they were 
corraled on the Pretoria race course. They 
were allowed a loaf of bread and a quarter 
of a pound of meat a day for each man. 
At first he believed that all of the officers 
of the expedition and the non-commis- 
sioned officers with the rank and file were 
to be shot. He afterwards heard that the 
Volfcsraad had 
rejected a proposal to 


shoot them by a majority of two. Even- 
tually the men were taken to Port Natal, 
where they were free from the moment 
they went on board the Harlcch Castle. 


Of particular interest iu connection with 


this recountal is the fact that Michael 
O'Dea of this city, a. well known tuilor, 
believes that O'Dea, the trooper, is his 
brother. He has a brother who was for- 
merly a member of the Royal Irish Dra- 
goons, and who has done duty in the far 
cast in the British service. He is some- 
thing of an adventurer and Mr. O'Dea has 
not heard from him for a long time. 
Un- 


fortunately his first name does not appear 
in the published interview, but Mr. O'Dea 
has little doubt that the man is his 
brother. This belief ia strengthened by 
tbe statement of the returned trooper 
that he was going to Boston, U. S. A. Mr. 
O'Dea lived in that city and vicinity for a 
number of years and believes his brother 
is coming to visit him, and perhaps to 
uutke his. home iu this country. If so, he 
will ot cuuise trace his brother to North 
Ad,inn and the people of this city will 
have an opportunity to see and talk with 
oiiu who look part in thai famous e\i<o- 
ditiuii of Dr. Jameson's.

the Belligerency Resolutions. 


SHERMAN TO SPEAR ON THE SUBJECT 


Senator Vest a Strong Champion of th« 


Insurgents' Struggle tor Independence. 


Retribution Will Follow if We 


Do Not Act, H« Declares. 


Washington, Feb. 2S.—After several 


days of debate the senate will this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock vote on the 
Cuban 
concurrent 
resolutions and 


amendments. 
Much interest is at- 


tached to the debate on the subject 
to-day as. Senator Sherman, rep., O., 
will take part. Tho cause of the in- 
surgents has a strong champion in tha 
person of Senator Vest, dem., Mo. In 
his speech yesterday afternoon he 
spoke of Spain as a toothless old wolf 
sitting at the door of the cave of des- 
potism and grinnine at the procession 
of free republics, and he denounced 
the declaration of Capt.-Gen. Weyler, 
anil asked whether the senate should 
sit silent and dumb while the Cubans 
were butchered into subjection to tho 
Spanish queen. "If we do," he ex- 
claimed, "God will curse us. The time 
will come when there will be retribu- 
tion upon us as a' people, because we 
have not been true to the task assigned 
us by Providence and have not cher- 
ished the legacy of self-government 
bequeathed to us by our fathers." 


Zlouae Anxious To Recognize Them. BJ) 
Mr. Hitt, rep., 111., from the commit- 


tee on foreign affairs of the house, said 
this morning that he would call up for 
consideration at the earliest possible 
moment the concurrent resolutions on 
the Cuban situation reported to the 
house yesterday afternoon and only on 
account of objections by Mr. Boutelle, 
rep., 
Me., 
prevented 
from 
being 


adopted by a large majority. Ths reso- 
lutions declare it to be the sense of 
congress that the government of the 
United States should recognize the 
belligerency of the revolutionists in 
Cuba, maintain an attitude of neu- 
trality between them und the Spanish 
government, tender its good offices to 
secure Cuban independence, and to in- 
tervene in the conflict progressing on 
that island, if necessary to protect 
legitimate American interests there. 


War Not Seriously Regarded. 


The possibility of war with Spain as 


a result of the resolutions is not seri- 
ously regarded by well informed mem- 
bers of the house. It is argued that 
the resolutions do not in the first place 
recognize the belligerency of the rebels, 
but that they simply show that a state 
of war exists there, leaving it to the 
president to make belligerent recogni- 
tion by proclamation when desirable. 
That state of war does exist there is, 
they say, manifest both from the re- 
ports of American consular officers ia 
the island and the proclamation of 
Gen. Weyler, issued since his arrival in 
Cuba. So far as our right to interfere 
to protect American property in Cuba 
is concerned, such right, it is claimed, 
exists under international usage and 
the necessity is still stronger since the 
state department has taken a position 
which virtually eatops us from claim- 
ing damages under present conditions. 


Spain in No Fijttlon To Fight. 


It is asserted that no matter how 


irritating a recognition of belligerency 
might be to the Spanish government, 
they are in no petition to enter into a 
war with the United States and would 
not seriously entertain such a proposi- 
tion. 
It is pointed out that when 


Spain and Great Britain recognized the 
belligerency of the confederates dur- 
ing the war of the secession we could 
not resent it because the energies of 
the government were taxed to their 
utmost to suppress our own people. 
Spain, it is asserted, is less prepared 
for a foreign war at this time than 
the United States were thirty-four 
years ago. 


Weyler Reports Sllglit Encounters. 


Washington, Feb. S8.—The Spanish 


minister makes public the following 
dispatches just received from head- 
quarters at Havana: "Gen. Aldecoa, 
reconnoitering to the south of the rail- 
road between Guines andPalos, in the 
province of Havana, met the enem y, 
killing one of them and capturing soma 
horses. He defeated the band of Cu- 
ervo in Bagaes, killing three and cap- 
turing some arms. The country peo- 
ple in the neighborhood of the Mo- 
rales plantation, where late encoun- 
ters took place, say that tliey have 
buried more than 
seventy 
rebels, 


among- them one wearing a long, tight 
beard, who had a paper in his pocket 
which read as follows: 'Carrill: Send 
me salt; I have none. Gomez.' They 
also found more than 150 horses, some 
of tlietn dead and others wounded. 
From reports of one of his band to his 
family, it is known that Maceo was 
wounded in the arm during the fights 
at Candeia and Cvto hills. 
A baud of 


£00 men burned six straw huts in liai- 
noa and tried to capture tho fort, but 
was not able to do so by the gallant 
defense of one civil guard and eight 
volunteers, which wao tho only avail- 
able force there. 
WEYLEE." 


Yellow Fever Appears. 


Puerto Padre, Feb. 15, via Tampa, 


Flu., Feb. 28.—The military comman- 
der of this 
city, Major Navarro, 


died of yellow fever on the 10th inst. 
His funeral was made a public event. 
He was an organizer and worker who 
had made many friends. 
This very 


early appearance of yellow fever 
creates great anxiety in the garrison.

DUfflAVENEXPELLED 


Suffers Disgrace at the Hands of 


the New York Yacht Club. 


ONLY ONE VOTE AGAINST EXPULSION 


Yachtsmen Considered That Ho Was Given 


Amplo Time To ApoloffIze and RcfufftHl 


5fo Wait for the Arrlva.4 of Ills 


Letter of Resignation. 


New York.Feb.SS.—Windham Thomas 


"VYyndhain-Quin, fourth earl of Dun- 
raven and Mount Earl, better known 
as tho Earl of Dunravcn, last night 
suffered the disgrace of being expelled 
from honorary membership in the New 
York Yacht club, the oldest organiza- 
tion of its kind in America. The action 
had been contemplated by the club for 
some time past, but it was only the 
exertion of the strongest influences by 
certain members that saved his lord- 
ship from being summarily expelled 
months ago. The action of tho yacht 
club last night was taken because 
Lord Dunraven, they believed, had had 
sufficient time to either apologize or 
resign. 
Word had reached the club 


late yesterday afternoon that his lord- 
ship's resignation was on its way from 
London, having been mailed on Febru- 
ary 19, but did not catch a steamer un- 
til Saturday, February 22, when it was 
included in the Britannic'*, mail. The 
yachtsmen, however, had had enough 
delay, and refused to consent to 
further delay. 
Consequently, upon 


motion of Capt. L. Case Lcdyard, Lord 
Dunraven was expelled from honorary 
membership in the club by a vote of 39 
to 1. Voting members of the yacht 
club arc the members owning yachts. 


Stands by Hi. Charges. 


Tho meeting being a special one, 


only business pertaining to the Dunra- 
ven question was discussed and Secre- 
tary Oddie immediately proceeded to 
read the different letters which had 
passed between Lord Dunraven and 
members of the club. First ho read 
Dunravea's letter to E. J. Hielps. In 
it Dunravcn said: 


"The attitr.te of assisting tho in- 


quiry as a witness and not. &s prosa- 
cutor, which, ia the nature of the case 
I had to adopt and which I have con- 
sistently 
maintained, prevents mo 


from presuming to accept or reject or 
to criticize, affirmatively or negative- 
ly, the committee's report officially. 
But, in view of the many misunder- 
standings which have occurred, I have 
felt myself justified in writing to you, 
as I should be sorry if you or the com- 
mittee misunderstood my silence, and 
in saying a few words to which you 
may give such publicity as you may 
think fit or necessary. 
My complaint 


was made in good faith on the direct 
evidence of the eyesight of my own 
and competent men as to the effects or 
cause of which they did not know or 
attempt to define. 
It will in my opin- 


ion be impossible to find stronger rea- 
sons upon which action could be taken 
or as justification for a complaint of 
like nature to that which I most reluct 
antly made, and I am therefore unable 
to agree that the 
complaint 
was 


unreasonably originated. 
I cannot 


admit that there was a mistake in the 
observed facts, as suggested by the 
employment of 
calculations 
which 


were accepted by the committee as 
mathematically proving that we did 
not see the actual objects which we 
did see. The only time for absolute 
proof or disproof of the claim that the 
Defender did not sj.il the race on Sept 
7 under her measured load water line 
length must have been on the day of 
the race. My corduct after the first 
race and my attitude toward the 
inquiry when I offered to go to New 
York and before the inquiry when I 
was present in New York show my 
belief in that proposition, a proposition

Feeling as I do upon this point, I was 
unable to adopt toward the judgment 
of your committee the attitude which I 
should unhesitatingly have taken had 
the inquiry been conducted at the 
proper, time by the authority under 
which I sailed, to which I made my 
complaint, and whose decision I was 
bound to accept. I fully realized the 
difficulty of the situation which had 
arisen, I think largely through mutual 
misunderstanding and on the evidence 
before them. I most willingly accept 
the main conclusions of your committee 
and am only too glad to consider the 
dispute closed." 


Thankful far Conrteslen Keceivod. 


The second is dated Feb. 8 and is 


addressed to Geo. L. Eives, honorary 
secretary of the special committee: 


"I beg to ackvowledge receipt oil a 


copy of the report of the proceedings 
of the special committee of inquiry ot 
the New York Yacht club and trust 
that you will express to the members 
of the committee my appreciation of 
the courtesies and patience with which 
the conduct of so difficult an inquiry 
has been marked." 


The third letter read was addressed 


to J. V. 8. Ckldie and was as follows: 


Tenders His Resignation. 


"In supplementing my cablegram 


and letter of Feb. 14, I wish to empha- 
size the fact that my letters to Messrs. 
Eives andPhelps were written r.nd dis- 
patched before I had heard of the mo- 
tion of Capt. Ledyard. 
Without com- 


menting upon the grounds or terms of 
the motion, as to the justice of which 
I do not agree, I wish to bay, in view of 
the fact that a motion of such a nature 
has been made and is a matter of re- 
cord, I do not desire to remain a mem- 
ber of the club, no matter what the re- 
sult of the motion may be. I therefore 
beg that you will lay my resignation 
before the club, a course which will 
probably be approved by a majority of 
the members." 


I>tinraveu'a Latest Misstalcmcnt, 


A letter from the members of the 


'MC commission •which investigated 
]Jujir:i\ L-n's charges, replying to and 
unclosing tho letter received by Mr. 
rhelps from Dunraven, wns also read. 
In substance it sa-iii: The members of 
the late committee cannot submit this 
letter without observing tha Lord 
Dunraven misstates their report in an 
important particular. Ho buys that a 
diagram was "accepted by the com- 
mittee as mathematically proving that 
we did not see the actual objects 
which we did see." It was not denied 
or doubted that he saw the discharge 
hole of the bilge pump above the sur- 


face of the water on the day before tho 
race, and that it was below the surface 
of the water on the following day. 
The fact demonstrated by the evidence 
and found in this report is, that the 
hole could not be visible above the 
water when the vessel was on an, even 
keel and, consequently, that was made 
visible on the firsil day by the vessel 
ha viiig a slight list to starboard, the 
probable cause of which the evidence 
pointed out." 


His Conduct Denounced. 


After the reading of these communi- 


cations." Capt. Ledyard jumped to his 
feet and asked the unanimous consent 
of the meeting to the withdrawal of 
his resolution of February 13, demand- 
ing Lord Dunraven's resignation. This 
was willingly granted. 
Then Capt. 


Ledyard read a serieg of resolutions re- 
citing the charges which Dunraven 
made and how the earl's communica- 
tions, have shown that he has not ac- 
cepted the results of this inquiry. "He 
is still carping, still hedging, itih evad- 
ing and still insisting that he smv with 
his eyes what we all known that he 
never did see, and what has been con- 
clusively proved to have been impossi- 
ble. It further appears that in print 
&nd in public speech Lord Duaraven 
has sought to justify the making of the 
charge by numerous misrepresenta- 
tions of fad. 
The representatives of 


this club engaged in the international 
yacht races with Lord Dunraven as 
tho representative of English yachts- 
men, upon the footing of mutual confi- 
dence and honor. He has requitted 
their courtesy and confidence by dis- 
trust, suspicion, unfounded imputations 
of fraud and a- refusal of reparation. 
Lord Duuraven by his course has for- 
feited the high esteem which led to his 
election as an honorary member of this 
club, therefore, resolved that he be ex- 
pelled from membership." The resolu- 
tions were carried, as above stated, by 
a vote of 39 to. Chester C. Monroe, 
owner of the Oriva, was tho man who 
voted "no." His action was a matter of 
regret to tho yachtsmen as they had 
hoped to stigmatize Dunraven by 
unanimously throwing him out of the 
club. Mr. Monroe's course was heartily 
condemned by the members, who gen- 
erally !-ei'*rred to him !». aucamplimen- 
tary terms.

FREIGHT RATES ON MILK. 


Answer to Charges Made at the Interstate 


Commerce Commission Hearing:. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—A memoran- 


dum of David Wilcox, counsel for tha 
Delaware & Hudson Canal company, in 
ansVver to the brief of counsel for the 
Milk Producers' association, has been 
filed with the interstate commerce 
commission. It asserts that "the Dela- 
ware & Hudson has been improperly 
joined as a defendant in this case, as 
there does not appear to be any com- 
plaint of the unreasonableness of the 
charges on this line."' Mr. Wilcox, on 
his part, complains of the annoyance 
caused his client by being obliged to 
defend under these circumstances, and 
saya this voluminous and expensive 
proceeding is merely a vigorous effort 
on the part of some residents of Orange 
county to secure for themselves, at the 
expense of producers at a distance, 
and probably consumers as well, the 
greatest possible amount of advantage 
in supplying one of the necessaries 
of life to the city of New York. 


SEA COAST DEFENSES. 


Senator Proctor Advocates Land Fortifica- 


tion in Preference to a Jfowerful Navy. 
Washington, Feb. 28.—The subject of 


the sea coast defenses of the country 
was elaborately treated in the senate 
in a speech by Senator Proctor, rep., 
Vt., in which he advocated land for 
fortifications in preference to the crea- 
tion of a powerful navy, and it was an- 
nounced immediately that ts-.e commit- 
tee on fortifications contemplated a 
trip to Ne-.v York to examine tiio de- 
fenses of that harbor. 
Bills appropri- 


ating 8500,000 for two first-class reve- 
nue steamers for the Pacific coast and 
5100,000 for a public building at New- 
port News, Va., were passed. Also tho 
army appropriation bill, with no 
greater delay than that caused by its 
being read in full. 
It appropriates 


over 823,000,000 and is tiie fifth of the 
annual appropriation bills that has 
passed the senate. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR AWARDS. 


Trying To Get Honey To Send the Medals 


and Diplomat* Out Together. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—In response to 


inquiries of interested parties concern- 
ing the fate of the World's fair medals 
awarded at Chicago nearly three years 
ago, and which were to have been dis- 
tributed this month, it may be said 
that the medals arc all finiehfd acd in 
the custody of the treasury depart- 
ment. The board, of promotion is now 
trying to get an appropriation of 815,- 
000 to pay the expanses of distribution 
through the agency of the bureau of 
engraving and printing, which has the 
diplomas also in charge. The idea is 
to seuil them out cjncurrcutly. A few 
weeks more, it is hoped, will see the 
whole matter settled.
